THE APPOINTMENT OF A CHINESE 
CONSUL AT HONGKONG. 

Moro than ordinary. interest was ‘folt. in 
anticipation .by. the public on the 3rd inst, 
in tho proceedings at the Legislative Council 
meeting, the Share Bill boing set down for its 

~ eecond reading, which.it was thought would 
ith some opposition. Contrary to 
expectation, the Bill passed its second read- 
ing unopposed, and tho Committers stage 
was adjourned for a fortnight to allow time 
for any suggested amendmvnts being seut in 
and considered,’ But though this watter 
passed off quietly, the meeting was not with- 
out its sensation, ‘This came in tha form 
of a*bricf and. innocent luoking despatch, 
which was formally laid on the table with- 
out comment. In a very few lines Lord 
Knorarorp calmly informs the Officer d- 
ininistering the Government that ‘Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Government have agreed to the ap- 
poiatment of Mr. Tso Pina Luna, at pre- 
sent Chinesé Consul. at Singapore, to be 
Consul at Hongkong for_one year, #' on the 
“understanding ‘that ho should ho’ with. 
“drawn at the ond of that time if the ap- 
“poiatment should: be found not to: work 
“well.” It is evident frora the opening 
sentence of this despatch that there has been 
previous correspondence: on tho subject, 
and it is equally apparent that the sugges. 
tion has been opp§sed by tho Governor. 
Other counsela have, however, prevailed, and, 
though in a somewhat doubting manner, the 
Imperial Governmenthave, really given way. 
‘This quostion is‘one the importance of which 
to Hongkong can hardly be exaggerated, and 
on which it certainly ought first to bave 
becn' consulted. . We shall refer at Jeagth to 
the numerous considerations involved in this 
unprecedented. step later; there cannot in thi: 
Colony, we ‘imagine, be two opinions as to 
the inadvisability of allowing a Represonta- 
tive of the Emperor of China to roside here ; 
and all we desire to do now is to suggest 
that not a single day be lost in drawing up 
a tiemorial to the Queer in person praying 
that ber sanction to this appointment may 
be withheld if not already given, or with- 
drawn if granted, f

The weakness of the policy which has led to 
the establishmont of a Chinese Consulate in 
Hongkong is displayed in the statement that 
the appointment bas been agreed to for one 
year * on tho understanding that he (the Con- 
“‘gulyshould be withdrawn at-the ond of that

““lowork well.” Any one with the least acu- 
men might bave forescen’ that for the first 
year, perhaps ‘for several years, the Con-

To suppose that there will in 
the Tong run “be no. squeezing would be 
ag absurd as to suppose that the milk 
ina dairy would romam untouched with the 
cat locked in. Squeezing is inherent in the 
Chinese diaposition and’ will be exercised. 
whorever circumstances admit of it. Andin- 
Hongkong the cirenmstences are such that 
the abuse is inevitable... The attempts to 
aqueaze tle lata Mr. Kwok Acheong, as, well 
adthe numerous illegal arresta that have | 
been made ‘on British territory, ought 
' to be sufficient warning'-agiinst “giving 
the Chiuese authorities a recognised foot- 
ing in the island, In the. despatch of Sir 
BrowaAnp MacDonnzut on. the sug. 
gestod establishment of a Congulate here in 
1869, His Excellency suid:—* Of course 
“the further a.colony might’ be from China, 
‘the loss easy would be the espionage aud 
“ivfluence which can be eo directly and 
“ promptly brought to bear on residaite of 
‘an island. almost touching Chinese soil. 
“Thus, at Singapore there would ‘be. less 
‘danger and ineonvenience of increasing, by 
‘the appointment of a recognised Govern- 
“ment official as Consul, the mfluence of the 
“Qantonese ‘or other Chinese authorities 
“there.” Yet we know that. during the 
Franco-Chinese troubles’ an ‘attempt. 
was made by’ the Chinese Government 
through the Consul at-Singapore to levy a 
‘ squeezscn the Chinese residents there in. 
support of the war, The. gentleman” who 
was Conaul at the time way Mr. Tso Pina 
Luxe, who is.now to: be tranaferred to 
Hongkong. 1f such an attempt was made 
at Singapore, how much more likely’ sre 
similar atteropts to be made in this Colony. : 
Por any' legitimate purpose of'the Chinese 
Govetnmont a Consul at Hongkong ‘is un- 
necesdary. Sofaras the protvction of the 
Chinesé revenue is concerned, thy Colony’ 
has already ‘assented to arrangements by 
which the Foreign branch, of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs is afforded favi- 
lities for the collection of the duties juat- 
ly payable on goods imported into China 
from Hongkong, Those arranyements have 
provel mutually beneficial. . Smuggling 
_ has been discouraged and legitimate trade 
thereby .promoted,‘and the Colony has 
every reason to. be ‘satisfied with the 
“agreément “arrived ‘at ‘in° 1896," ‘Tha 'Cus- 
tons service as now organised commands 
tho public ‘confidence, and no fear is enter- 
tained as to its being used for squeez- 
ing purposes.. The Chinese’ revenue being 
_ thas sufficiently protected~-and proteotion of 
the revenuo was the only plea. put! forward 
in 1869—what neceusity can there be for 
a Consul? Is it to give protection and 
render ‘assistance to the Chinese subjects in 
this Colony? If ao, dlas for'the Chinese 
yubjects! The assistance the Consul will 
give them will simply be in ascertaining the 
extent to which they can be squeezed, and 
if they-do uot pay up pleasantly the. screw 
will be turned on through their. families on 
the wainland. No more serious blow could 
well be struck at the well-being of ‘the Chi« 
nese population than. the estadlishment of a 
Chinese Consulate in this Colony, and,the 
damage to British preatige will be. dis- 
astrous. .By the ignorant muses it is still 
belioved that Europeans aro allowed to re- 
side here‘only by the grace of His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of China; with the 
establishment of a Chinese Yantn in the Co- 
lony, flaunting the dragon. dag’ thia im- 
pression will be further confirmed, and the 
Chiness Authorities ‘will find it little more 
Gifficult to levy their squeezas here than at 
Canton. For one yoar the Colony must pat’ 
up with tha new arrangement, but during 


years hoa ‘evidently borne fruit... The 
ritish Conaut now devotes a good share‘ of 
his time and attention to the discovery of 
new outlets for trade, and at the same time 
watches jealously the efforts made by natives 
to’ circumseribe British trade and the com-| 
petition of other foreigners to. wionopolise 
certain branches. This ia as it ahould be, 
The main duty of the Consul in China must 
needs ba the conservation of trade, and it ia 
necessary that his vigilanco should know no. 
relaxation, because the. Chinese officials are 
perpetually devising some new form of un- 
authorised taxation:while the native traders 
aud dealers areas constantly seeking to orect 
monopolics which are intended to obstruct 
freedom of tiade, to wrest it from the 
foreignor’s handa, or to so enhance prices as 
to rendor them prohibitive. An instructive 
inatance of the former nection is.given by Mr. 
Consul Horxtya .in his report on the trade 
of. Kinkiang. Towards the close of 1890, 
ho tells us, rumours “prevailed of an im- 
“ pending levy on all foreign opium imported 
of Tis, 4a cheat. It way to be a voluntary 
“¢ontribution for the relief of tha distress 
“in the uorthern provinces.” It waa also 
‘one of thoso cases that occasionally illus- 
‘“trate- the reconciling of necessity and 
“free will, Undoubtedly uecessity existed 
“among the famine refugees round Tientsin 
“oo less than ‘in the terms of the official 
* instructions; the free will was to he exer. 
“ised. by the opium dealers at. Kiukiang 
“and elsewhere in making contribution at 
‘% rate indicated by .the despatch issued by 
“the Viceroy of Chibli. ‘Tho collection in 
“Kiukiang was entrusted to one of'tlie sub. 
‘ordinate officials and the, local manager of 
“the China Merehante’ establishment, Ac- 
“cordingly, late in Decomber the levy bo- 
“gan, but after a. brief career of four days 
“was abruptly terminated by a peremptory 
“telegram from the Tsung-li Yamén, ard 
“the sums already. collected were refunded 
“to their ‘voluntary’ contributors.” . Mr. 
Horsins does not say by whose influence. 
this result was broight about, preaumably, it 
was due to the British Minister's representa 
tions. . 

Mr. Forggsr, Consul at Amoy; algo. re- 
cords a ‘barefaced attempt to make - for 
eign’ opium bear the tax that should 
be levied on the native drug. It appears 
that, the provincial Government were un- 
able or unwilling either to levy a tax 
Lon ‘the fields. under poppy. cultivation or 
collect one on the drug on its way. to.a 
market. Inatead of doing this, they. tried to 


“of levying the tax,” Mr. ForrzeT saya,

“foreign opium imported ia known and can 
“Che tmeed, while the native opium is smag- 
“gled, and therefore an unknown quanti 
Toe Consul goes.on to say that he had to 
object to this mothod of levying Jebin ua an 
infringement of the Additional. Articla to 
the Chefoo Qonvention, presumably with 
success, . 

These incidents suffice to show the neces- 
sity there ie ofo constant watch being main- 
tained by the BriGish Minister and his sub. 
ordinates the Consuls in China over the 
actions of the corrupt'and woscrupulous Chi- 
nese officials, When Lx Huna-crana, Secre- 
tary of the Grand Council, Viearoy of Chih- 
li, nnd believed to be virtually China's For, 
eign Minister, istho instigator ina vivlation of 
the Treaties, what is to be expected ?. It 
is true that La ig the arch-cnemy.of foreign. 
ers, and would, we believe, hesitate at nothing 
he could do safely under shelter of subordin~ 
ates to injure foreign interests, but this only 
accentuates the need there js for a firm and 
decided ‘policy towards China, The British 
Foreign Office ia too apt to lose’ sight of the 
fact that the relations of foreignera with 


China are not,thoso of friends or equals, 
and it ia worse than folly, it is weakness, to 
assume that they are. Wera China at liber- 
ty to do so, she would to-morrow close all 
her: ports, eave perhaps Canton, to’ foreign 
trade und withdraw from ‘all intercourse— 
save.suchas @ sovereign might hold with tri- 
butaries—with foreign nations. -The fiction 
that, China is gradually yiolding to the oivi- 
lising influence of Western states is caleulat- 
ed to have & pernicious effect, which the Chi- 
nese Ministers abroad artfully foster for the 


[purpose of weakening the powor of the 


‘oreign Ministers at“Péking. “How this fic- 
tion has worked during the past decade— 
during which it has-more ‘especially provail- 
ed—ie apparent in’ the various advantages 
gained by China inthe new Conventions ne- 
gotiated, the uniform aucceas atteading her 
efforts’ to weaken or ‘neutralise’ former’ con- 
ceusione, the growth of anti-foreign feeling 
in China, and the-marked decrease of the 
tespect in'which foreigners were held atter 
‘tho leat war. poe ; 


THE OHINA THA TRADE. 


‘In. considering the China tea trade it is 
not often that a ray of light is found to re- 
lieve the general sombrenesa of the picture. 
In his report.on tho trade. of Foochow for 
1899 Consul Parurrs tells ue that “taking 
“all things into consideration the year under 
“xoviow has been more prospjroua thaa the 
“preceding one for the foreign. merchant.” 
He has to add, however, that it bay gone 
badly with the native tex brokers, the losses 
austained by imanyiot them haying been ve: 
great. The total quantity of tea shippe 
from Foochow last sezson was 452,000cheats, 
as against 576,000: chests in 1889-90 and 
£96,000 in 1888-89, The quantity taken for 
the Australian market ag well 29 that. for

—Ist, greater command of capital; 2nd, 
facility of obtaining Joans at a lower rate of 
interea} ; Grd, freedom from lekit, octrof, and 
export duty ; 4th, command of ao better ond 
cheaper labour market; 5th, command of 
chemical and agricnltural knowledgo;. 6th, 
better acquaintance with tastes and require- 
ments of purchasers ; 7th, easier motes of. 
transport; 8th, great nearness to countries 
that purchase ; 9th, enormous public work 
facilitating irrigation in dry seasons and 
preventing floods in wetseasous ; 10th, largo 
size of tea eatates; 11th, better machinery. 
Aguiust all these advantages of the Indian 
and Ceylon grower Ching, Mr. Ganpyze 
Bays, possesses ono advantage, and that i

Experienco takes the. place ef science, aud he 
ig able to produce a finer flavoured tea’ than 
has yet been produced ini India.

THE SUBSIDIARY COINAGE OF 
_ HONGKONG. eae 
: poiateebsiai 

Consul Paris, in his report on the 
trade of Foochow for last year, makes a 
statement of exceptional interest to Hung- 
kong. It appears that during- 1890 some 
$60,000 worth of 10 cant pieves and 20 cant 
pieces were imported by the. Chinese 
authorities at Foochow from Honeliong, 
through the Hongkong ‘and Shanghai Bank. 
ing Corporation, to replace the 100 cash notes 
and 200 cash notes that had préviensly heen 
in circulation, For & great number of years 
these notes, worth 4d, ‘and 8d. respectively, 
had. passed current without question as to 
theit genuineness ; but during the past few 
months mauy of the small banks iasuing: 
these notes had failed, and the losses to 
petty. shopkeepers and others were very 
.great, In addition .to.small banks issuing 
these notes shopkeepers also issued them. 
All went well whilo the Foochosy trade was 
flourishing ; but.as the decay of the ter trade 
of the port affected the shopkvopers as well 
as the merchants, many of the former closed 
their shops, in'many casos without any assets 
to meet ‘the notes, -When there was ¢ ran 
upon the bank or shop issuing the- holes those 
people who were unable-to- repeive cash for 
the notes théy held took the law into their 
own hands, frequently plundering the shops, 
and, in some cases, commencing to pull the.

THE KOWLOON GAMBLING HOUSES, 
a ee eto ‘os 
tl would be difficult to over-estimate the 
evil effects. of the gumbliug now openly 
carried ou'at Kowloon City, and it is sincore- 
ly to be hoped success may attend the efforts 
of the Hongkong. Government to induce the 
Chinese Authorities to put a stop.toit. - The 
Acting. Governor was quite right, however, 
when he said the question waa a delicate one, | 
as was also the How. Ho Kar in sayings that 
probably very strong action wouid be requir. 
ed to achieve thé end oimed at. Having to 
a great extent succeded in suppressing 
gambling ia Hongkong!we find we have.sin- 
ply driven the evil over the borders, where 
tho vice ean be indulged in more openly than 
was the case in Hongiong before the passing 
of the recent Gambling Ordinanco, the con- 
sequence being that the mischief remains 
almost as grent-us ever. . Tho, officials at. the 
little Chineae city are reaping « golden bar-| 
vest, and naturally all their influences will be 
used to maintain the existing order of things. 
Byeu if-thé matter be «rried to Peking and 
the issue of an Imperial decreo be obtained, 
it ia doubtful how fur it woul:l be obeyed, or 
if obeyed at all, for bow long.’ “Notwith. 
standing, that all kinds of gambling are 
iNegal in China with theexeaption of the Wei- 
sing Lottery, we know. that gambling housos 
abound in every city and that the precincts 
of the yamens are frequently hotbeds of 
the viec, With thia knowledge. before, us, 
and the experience algo. of how difticalt it has 
been found to put-down gambling in this 
Colony, doubts may: wil be, entertained as 
to thd pormanent efficacy of any steps in 
that direction taken at Kowloon,. Ohinese’ 
offivivly are venal, Korloon is a long way 
frona headquarters, and the profits to be made 
by licensing gambling houses are great, 
Admitting the difficulty of the task of 
bringing wlout an improvement, it ia never- 
theless tha duty of the local Govorament ta 
do what it ean.. At the-last meeting of the 
Legislative Council the Hon. T. H. Warrs- 
Bean sought to “strengthen the.hands” of 
the Government by moving « resolution on 
tho subject, but. the Government did not 
want its hands. strevgthened. There are 
cases in which, while; dolicate negotistiona 
are in progress, it is iuadvisable that: a 
subject should be teo much. ventilated 
i nil we ste not: prepared to 
the present case the Government 
justified 


in. withholding the é 
which Mr, Warrntxap asked for at the fast 
meeting but. ono. “It ja uotso easy to see 
why the Government should huve objected] 
to the resolutions moved by Mr. Warrragan 
atthe last meeting, which amounted simply 
to ab expressiun..of opinion and a requost 
that the Acting Governor should take action 
in.the madter. Practically, -however, the 
discussion hed the seme effect aa if the 
resolutions had been Pissed, Whilo.agree- 
ing with the hon. member in hie conclusions, 
there. ia one. weak point iw his argoment 
which muy -be pointed out. Speaking: of 
tha gambling Houses at Kowloon he enya :— 
“The existence of euch: dens id as much a 


tem exists for the expréss purpose of en- 
couraging gambling. With the stall resi- 
dent populution at Kowloon it would be easy 
enough to keep gambling within bounds 
without having resort to such a pystem. 
The houses are supported not by the resi- 
dents of Kowloon but by visitors attracted 
froin Hongkong... The disapproval by the 
home Governinent of the Hongkong licensiny 
system, and the fact that the money derived 
therefrom was looked upou as uncletn.and 
set aside as a special fund to be used tor the 
benefit of the ‘Chinese population and not in 
relief of ordinary taxation, might siso be 
used to repel any‘ urgument of the te 
quogue description. Nor has this Colong, 
Tike Maas, drained mo from Canto’ 
by establishing “a rival Wi ng lottery. 
But the real ground on which any ro- 
quest to the Chinese Government iu the 
matter must be based ia the serious duuger 
to the yublic peace and, good order which 
the existence. of gambling houses involve: 
Wherever gambling ie oxtensively carried 
on there will all manner of .bad churacters 
congrepgula, from the common thief to N 
hardened villain. who is ready to engag 
any desperate enterprise of murder, burglary, 
orpiney. By encouraging gambling at Kow- 
lovn, not only are the Chineso Aathorities 
impoverishiug a large number of Hongkong 
residents’ of weak minds, ,but- they ore en- 
couraging within their own territory ‘the 
growth of a nest of bad characters who will 
work serious mischief both in this Oolony 
and on the neighbouring momland,

Tho Tientsi.: Famine Relief Committee in 
their report remark very truly that there ie 
reason to believe that the beuevolent abroad 
aré gotting tired of these constant appeals to 
help the sufferiag which is cavsed by the 
greed or indifference of those who are 
neglectful of the means of prevention. Tbe 
list of subscriptions attached to the report. 
bears out this view. In ‘Mentsin itself the 
sum of $2,529 was collected, but the sums 
collected from the other ports andin this 
Oolony were small, Shanghai figaring for 
$708 and Hongkong for $190 only. . Merely 
to reliove constantly recurring distress while 
leaving ilé'Gauses untouched is a proceeding 
which does not commend itself to produce, 
As the Tientsin: Committers say, suffering 
will always excite compassion, and the com- 
passionate wilt always seek mvana to assist 
the sufferer. It would be more to the pur- 
pose, however, if the cause of the snffering 
were attacked, The reflections throw by 
the report on the indifferencd of the Chinese 
Government to the sufferings of its subjects 
are well deserved. In the Shansi and Shan- 
tung famine of 1878-80 more than ten mil- 
lions of people are gaid to have perished, 
and yet practically nothing has been douse 
to prevent tha recurrence of the same dlarto. 
ing ‘mortality undor similar conditios, 
though this might. very ousily be done by 
improving communications and favilitating 
tho tranefer of grain from places whet thera 
is &% auperalundance to those where tlie crops 
are deficient. The famine just referred to 
was due to drought, but the most’ prolific 
couse of scarcity in China ix the constantly 
recurring flcods, which. might be in» larzo 
measure prevented by‘an intelligent sys-, 
tem of river conservancy. Yet the Go- 
vernnment is ‘slow to- move in the. matter, 
and many of the officinla ‘dre said to bo 
directly imtercated in the maintenance of 

Ut state of things owing to the 
opportunities of ‘profitable employment 
and of. peculation which the repair of river 
banks and the distribution of relief funds 
afford. Talos have, indeed, been told of 
officers deliberately ‘breaking down tha banka 
for their own selfish ends heedless of tho 
logs of life and the misary caused thereby 
amongst the | population in. the district 
affected, ‘The'disasters, when they do on 
cur, aroulso fraquuntly aggravated by tho 
action of the people themselves, each village 
or emall group of villages working for 
its own narrow intorests instead of combin- 
ing together for their common protection.
